Report from St. Petersburg — Status of cholera in Russia — Examina- 
tion of emigrants. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon De Forrest reports, February 26: 

Reports from St. Petersburg, from February 19 to 25, February 20 
and 21 not included, show 63 cases of cholera and 19 deaths. Febru- 
ary 19 there were present in the hospital 266 cases. 

Cholera was reported at other localities, as follows: 

February 19, Jaroslav, 28 cases, 10 deaths. 

February 19, Rubinsk, 1 new case.

Lituania, 1,119.

Cuba — Hahana. — Annual report for the year 1908. Estimated pop- 
ulation, 300,000. Total number of deaths, 5,994, including enteric 
fever 66, measles 13. scarlet fever 8, whooping cough 14. diphtheria 
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27, yellow fever 1, and 1,174 from tuberculosis. Total number of 
deaths correspond to an annual death rate of 19.62 per 1,000 of popu- 
lation. 

Sagua la Grande. — Month of February, 1909. Estimated popu- 
lation, 28,030. Total number of deaths, 31. Cause of deaths not 
reported. 

France — Cherbourg. — Month of February, 1909. Estimated popu- 
lation, 43,948. Total number of deaths, 112, including enteric fever 
11, whooping couj>h 1, and 20 from tuberculosis. 

St. Etienne. — Two weeks ended February 15, 1909. Estimated 
population, 150,000. Total number of deaths, 147, including diph- 
theria 2, scarlet fever 2, and 11 from tuberculosis. 

Germany — Bavaria— Munich. — Month of December, 1908. Esti- 
mated population, 556,000. Total number of deaths, 888, including 
scarlet fever 22, measles 14, diphtheria 16, whooping cough 3, and 
129 from tuberculosis. 

Great Britain — England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 76 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended February 
20, 1909, correspond to an annual rate of 18.1 per 1,000 population, 
which is estimated at 16,445,281. 

London. — One thousand seven hundred and thirty-one deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles 93, scarlet fever 8, 
diphtheria 19, enteric fever 4, whooping cough 25, tuberculosis 166, 
and 9 from diarrhea. The deaths from all causes correspond to an 
annual rate of 18.7 per 1,000. In greater London 2,442 deaths were 
registered. In the "outer ring" the deaths included 9 from measles, 
6 from diphtheria, 1 from enteric fever, and 5 from whooping cough. 

Ireland. — The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the weekended February 20, 1909, in the 21 principal 
town districts of Ireland was 21.5 per 1,000 of the population, which 
is estimated at 1,142,308. The lowest rate was recorded in Portadown, 
viz, 5.2, and the highest in Waterford, viz, 40.9 per 1,000. 

Madagascar — Tamatave. — Seven weeks ended January 30, 1909. 
Estimated population 7,086. Total number of deaths, 25. Cause of 
deaths not reported. 

Malta. — Two weeks ended February^ 13, 1909. Estimated popula- 
tion, 209,974.
